oiw  rates  now  BoppUtvl  by  the  lle^intrar  Gcn- 
•fl'al  are  11,635  for  death  rates,  and  12,925  for 
tlie  birtli  rale.

RAIN  FALL  m  1918  amounted  to  35.91  in¬ 
dies  at  Iliglliiwoek,  whieli  is  not  quite  two  in¬ 
ches  bt^low  tJii3  average. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.— The  numl>er  of 
dtiatlis  reg. stored  in  tHie  district  was  2/4,  of 
whioh  129  took  place  in  Public  Institutiooria 
(Un.ion  House,  119;  Hosp.tal,  6;  and  Isolatilon 
Hospital,  4);  94  of  these  are  deducted,  with 
10  other  transferable  deatlis.,  'wQiioh  belong  to 
other  districts,  wihilo  nine  deatlis  in  the 
County  Aeyloiin,  and  nine  others  among  for¬ 
mer  Tesideaits,  are  addl’d.  This  gives  a  nett 
•total  of  188  (90  in  niiales  and  98  m  females), 
equal  to  a  general  death  rate  of  16.3  per 
1,000,  wh^ich  is  slightly  (higher  than  that  of 
1917  (16.1);  the  decennial  average  works  out 
at  14.5. 

The  deaths  in  ths  four  quartesrs  were  51,  36, 
27  and  74,  giving  rates  per  1,000  per  annum 
of  17.7,  12.5,  9.3  and  25.7  respectively;  thus 
the  last  quarter  again  showed  far  the  high¬ 
est  mortaJit-y. 

The  peiToantage  of  deaths  tinder  one  year 
to  the  total  wias  10.6,  and  of  those  over  65 
years,  38.8;  these  compare  with  10.9  and  47.9. 
The  average  age  at  death  was  47.4  years,  as 
againsit  54.1  in  1917. 

THE  INFANTILE  MOETAEITY  or  deaths 
under  one  year  to  1,000  births,  was  101,  as 
wmpared  with  109  in  tne  previous  year,  and 
a  decennial  average  of  87. 

The  causes  of  infant  mortality  were: 
Measles,  1;  influenza,  1;  ctonstitnitional 
diseases,  4;  diseases  of  the  nervous  system, 
1;  of  the  respiratory  system',  6;  of  the  diges¬ 
tive  system,  2;  premature  birth,  4;  and  de¬ 
bility,  2. 

Two  died  in  the  Union  House ;  of  the  18  re¬ 
maining  all  belonged  .to  the  working  classes. 
In  sevm  cases  (or  omitting  prematuire 
births),  50  per  cent.,  the  dh.lldren  were  either 
wiholiy  or  partially  brought  up  by  hand.  All 
but  one  were  in  houses  on  the  lower  levels 
and  13  in  the  older  dwellings;  no  definite 
Insanitary  conditions  were  found.  _  The 
Courts  were  credited  wifth  four  fatalities,  or 
alx)ut  8  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  1.5  for 
the  rest  of  the  town. 

Eleven  children  were  said  td  have  been 
born  delicate,  whilse  in  10  instances  one  or 
other  parent  had  a  weak  .constitultion ;  6  were 
first  b'rn,  and  4  were  twins. 

The  births  of  105  boys  and  94  g'rls  give  a 
general  rate  of  15.4  per  1,000;  this  :b  slightly 
above  t.hat  of  the  preceding  ydar  (14.5).  btit 
.3  points  below  the  decennial  avera.re  of  18.6. 

The  births  for  the  four  puiarters  of  the  ve.nr 
numbered  56,  45,  49,  49.  giving  rates  per  1.000 
per  annum  of  17.3,  13.9,  15.2  and  15.2  respec- 
tively. 

The  natural  increase,  or  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  was  11,  or  not  quite  1  per  1,000 
of  the  popuilat’lon. 

In  the  Union  House  (total  pe<putation  abo.nt 
400).  there  were  119  deaths,  of  wh'wh  63  were 
were  in  males  and  56  in  femiales.  Sixtydwo 
were  in  persons  over  65  years  of  a.ge,  and  the 
average  a^re  at  death  wa.s  57  7  years.  Their 
heal  distribution  wa,a  a.s  follows;  Newton 
TTrban.  29;  Ne.Wton  Rural,  16;  Dnwlish,  5; 
Torqi’ay,  47;  Teignmouth,  10;  Ashburton,  3; 
Devonnort  5;  and  w’s’ltors,  4. 

In  the  other  public  iTiist’tutiionB  tbeT.’  were 
10  dea.ths — 6  m  the  Hoispital  (N  iwton  Urban, 
4-  Newt.on  Rural,  1  ;  and  visitor.  1),  and  four 
iri  the  Isolation  Hospital  (equally  divided 
Vie-twven  the  Rural  and  Urban  Districts). 

On  the  whole  the  figurrs  differ  h'ttle  from 
those  of  190.7;  the  death  rate  ib  still  some¬ 
what  high,  but  27  fatah'ties  from  influ#^za 
renrefieii'^s  in  it.seU  arateoif  2.3  per  1,000.  The 
zymotic  and  infant  rate  a-re  praotimlly  .st-a- 
tioTxarv,  w'h;le  the  birth  rate  has  slightly  im¬ 
proved.  .  ,  1-,

PHTHISIS  with  18  deaths,  and  a  rate  of  16 
per  1,000,  is  still  enn.aideTaibly  above  the 
nv6rflK2;‘0  j  froiu  t'Ulb'CrciilflJ’ 

diseases  were  n.ga’n  feev  (5). 

CANCER  has  fallen  from  17  to  12.  equal  to 
H  rate  of  1.0.  The  combined  rate  from  these 
two  diseases  wtarked  out  at  2.6.,  while  the 
average  for  the  yeiars  1903-1917  was  2.1. 

Mortahty  from  RESPIRATORY  (51)  ^ 
CIRCULATORY  diaeaBCS  (35)  showed  littile 
change;  deaths  from  VIOLENCE  remained  at 
ti»e  same  figure  (3). 

ZYMOTIC  DISBAiSE.— iTom  the  eeven 
ordinary  zymotic  diseasee  4  deaths  were  reg^- 
tered ;  one  each  from  typhoid  fwex,  diph- 
tiheria,  in^aske  aiid  diarrhea; 
rate  of  .35  per  1.000.  as  compared  wrtii  .42  in 
1917  and  a  decennial  average  of  .94. 

Notifications  of  iiLfect;ou.s  disease  w<ire  241 
in  nunibi.^r;  tliey  inclmled  186  meiisles,  2 
scarlet  fever,  6  diphtheria,  1  typhoid  fever, 
and  46  tuberculosis.  ,  ,  . 

MEASLES.— An,  outbreak  of  this 
which  started  in  the  Decoy  suburb  at  the 
end  of  1917,  quickly  tweame  general,  and  the 
other  (Schools — especially  the  Marsh  (infant) 
and  Highweek  (infant)— wjire  all  more  or  less 
affected;  the  latter  was  cIosckI  for  a  n'onttu 
The  epidemic  was  at  its  height  in  March 
and  April,  -but  oases  were  reported  up  to  tne 
en<l  of  June.  The  great  miajority  we, re,  as 
uvsnal,  very  young  children,  and  out  <w  the 
total  num4r  (186)  only  12  were  ovot  10  years 
of  age.  Notwithstanding  the  unfavourable 
time  of  year,  there  was  only  one  fatality.  A 1 1 
case's  ireported  were  visit-d  either  by,  myself 
or  the  Health  Visitor,  and  cards  of  instruc¬ 
tion  were  distributed. 

SCiVELPTr  FEVER  was  limited  to  two  iso- 
hited  attacks  in  young  children;  tihe  origin 
of  disease  was  obscure.  Both  were  trwtod 
at  the  Hospital.  . 

DIPHTHERIA.— iSix  cases,  as  cemparert 
with  fifteen  in  the  previous  year;  these  were 
scattered  ov.-x  nine  months,  and  only  twK>  of 
them  had  any  inter-association.  Two  wwe 
in  ohiklxon  under  fifteen,  the  remainder 
being  young  adults;  ther?  was  no  fatality.  AM 
were  Tcmoved  to  Hospital.  During  the  yciar 
I  sent  up  94  swabs,  and  ^  “carriers  Avere 
discovered.  Out  of  60  childre.n  admitt^  to 
the  Union,  House  or  Cottage  Homes  20  or 
33  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  infected. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. — Only  one  case  was  re- 
poi^led;  this  patient  woe  a  young  adult  wlio 
came  home  ill  from  a  neighliouring  town.  I'Qie 
attack  was  a  severe  one,  and  ended  fatally. 

DIARRHEA  was  little  in  evidence,  and 
only  one  death  was  ngietored. 

PlITH ISIdS. — Thirty-eight  oases  were  re¬ 
ported;  Four  of  these  w  ue  visitors  who  have 
sindi  left  tlie  disirkit;  two  otlw'rs  were  (by 
request)  not  visiUvl.  Of  the  remaining  32, 
seVw'Te  Ulm'sa  was  said  to  lie  the  starting 
point  in  four  (acute  rheumatism,  hilliienz(a, 
scarlet  fever  mid  pneumonia);  fiourtcen  had 
a  bad  family  liistory.  Occupations  wetne 
vnirious;  five  were  invalided  out  of  tllic  army 
or  navy. 

No  (lefinite  insanitary  conditions  or  over¬ 
crowding  were  found;  twenty-four  had  a 
separate  bedroom,  while  in  five  other  c^es 
there  was  only  one  other  occupant.  Eight 
wtere  school  (children  under  14,  while  fifteen 
were  over  30  ytmrs  of  age;  twelve  liave  had 
sanatorium  treatment,  whila  eight  have  einice 
died. 

Other  forms  of  tubercular  disease  produced 
o'ght  notifications,  in  which  the  peritoneum 
(2)  glondis  of  the  nock  (2),  brain,  testicle,  spine 
and  knee  were  respectively  affected ;  two  of 
these  cases  ended  .fatally,  and  one.  has  left 
the  district. 

I  have  also  visited  cases  previously  not.- 
fied,  and  keep  on  record  their  movements 
and  condition.  At  th'5  end  of  1918  there  were 
94  tubercular  patients  living  in  the  district. 

INFLUENZA  wue  generally  prevalent  m 
October  land  Novemlber;  During  the  year 
there  wera  26  deaths  from  this  rC(au8e,  two  of 
wh’lch  however  were  T'^istered  in  July;  then 
October  was  credited  with  5  fatalities,  Novem¬ 
ber  with  17,  and  December  with  2.  As  re¬ 
gards  age  and  (Sex  distribution,  under  five 
years  thera  were  two  deaths  (males);  be- 
'tw(een  5  and  15  years,  4  (2  males  and  2 
females) ;  between  15  and  ^  years,  5  (I  male 
and  2  females);  batween  25  and  45  years,  11 
(5  males  and  6  females) ;  between  45  and  65 
years,  4  (5  males  and  1  femiale) ;  and  over  the 
latter  aga,  2  (1  male  and  1  female). 

The  Schools  were  closed  for  a  month,  and 
a  list  of  simple  directions,  on  the  lines  sug- 
geslfced  by  the  Local  Government  Bomd,  was 
pu.blished  in  the  two  local  newanapers,  A^ich 
reach  pra'^tically  everyone.  The  manager 
of  the  two  cthiema  theatres  voluntarily 
excluded  children,  except  from  ou'e  matinee 
per  week.  There  is  no  continuous  perform¬ 
ance  here. 

The  dhiid  local  industrieB  are  t(he  Railway 
WorkiS  a(nd  the  Tanyard.  Many  of  the  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  laftt'cr  were  attacked,  while  the 
railwayra'e.n  did  not  suffer  to  any  ext?nt. 
Speak'ing  generally  the  disease  invaded  aU 
sections  of  the  common i tv. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.— Du.Ting  the 
past  year  26  cases  wer.j  treated  from  the 
combined  areai,  viz. ;  I  typhoid  fever  (Ur¬ 
ban);  15  scarlet  fever  (13  Rural,  2  Urban);  10 
diphtheria  (4  Rural,  6  Urban).  Besides  these 
a  number  of  diplitheria  “  cairiers” — chiefly 
admissions  to  the  U'nion  House  or  cottages 
homes — were  isolated  till  free  from  infect  on 

SMALL  POX  HOSPITAL  remains  in 
6ta.tu  quo. 

MIDWIVES  ACT  is  administered  by  tlhe 
County  Council.  A  Maternity  and  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  was  opened  earlv  in  the  year, 
and  Mrs.  Richardson  was  the  nurse  ap¬ 
pointed  for  this  work  by  tlia  County  Council. 
After  about  four  months  iMiss  Arthur,  and  a 
little  later  again  Miss  Milburn,  were  succes¬ 
sively  m  charge.  At  tlie  end  of  the  year 
there  were  abou  t  30  children  on  the  books,  but 
if  there  is  no  further  dhange  of  nurses,  and 
certain  structural  alterations  are.  carried  out 
— the  accommodation  at  present  inadequate 
— .a  much  better  attendance  will  no  doubt  be 
recorded  in  course  of  time.  It  is  proposed  to 
include  the  caretaker’s  cottage  and  thereby 
obtam  the  extra  rooms;  a  small  and  ao- 
CJissiible  consulting  room  is  much  needed. 
The  Council  have  arranged  to  carry  this  out 
as  soon  as  a  suitable  house  can  be  provided 
for  the  careuaker.  There  is  also  a  eohool 
cLuxC  wtiiicii  is  attended  by  Miss  Milburn  on 
Wednesdays;  this  is  doing  .ixiciellent  work. 

SALE  Gi'  FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT  is  ad- 
m'inistered  by  the  police,  line  following 
samples  were  taken  for  analysis  dur.tng  the 
year — 42  in  all;  Arrow  root,  1;  baking  pow*- 
aer,  1;  beer,  2;  eider,  1;  oocoa,  1;  ciottee,  1; 
comflowier,  1;  custard,  1;  mairgarme,  1;  milk 
(new),  23;  milk  (skim),  3;  mustard,  2;  pepper, - 
1;  sweelis,  1;  tea,  2. 

One  sample  of  new  milk  was  found  to  be 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  16  per  cent. 

WATER  SUPPLY.— That  of  Torquay,  has 
been  ample  during  the  year';  no  shortage  in 
the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  which  de¬ 
pend  on  springs  and  wells,  has  been  repor¬ 
ted. 

SEWERAGE  SYSTEM  has  been  in  good 
working  order. 

SCAVENGING.- House  refuse  is  removed 
three  Lmes  a  week  in  the  central  portion  of 
the  town  and  twice  in  the  outskirts;  thy.  work 
is  done  by  the  Council’s  employees. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  and  MILKSHOP8. 
—There  are  28  milk  sellers  on  tlhio  list,  of 
whom  19  are  cow-keopers ;  the  number  of 
milking  cows  is  about  200. 

The  .shipp.ns  are  visited  regularly  by  Mr. 
Judd  and  myself  twice  a  year,  and  generally 
speaking  were  found  in  good  order. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES.  The.  public  abat- 
ton  iiS  now  iin  its  second  year  of  o^xisteiice, 
and  th:!.  inipoTtan(oe  of  meat  inspection  is,  I 
think,  (hilly  recognised  by  the  public.  During 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  building 
served  a  large  area  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  and  on  some  days  is  used  to  1)13  limits 
of  ite  capacity.  Full  details  are  given  in  Mr. 
Judd’s  report. 

There  is  only  one  private  .slaughter-house 
not  much  used;  this  is  always  kept  in  good 
order. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  GLASSIES. 

— A  new  building  scheme — long  contempla- 
te<],  and  daily  beoomiaig  more  uxgent^iB 
now,  at  tlie  end  of  tlic  war,  a  practi(cal  pro¬ 
position.  In  a  town  surrounded  by  hills 
some  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  ob¬ 
taining  a  site  fairly  level,and  at  the.  same  time 
witJiin  a  reasanaiole  distance  from  the  sta¬ 
tion  and  central  parts.  It  is  true  tliat  there 
are  a  few  open  spaces  left,  but  in  my  opinion 
these  .should  not  be  eucreaclied  on.  The 
population  is,  in  many  areas,  far  too  much 
oongasted  as  it  is,  and* to  future  genorations 
these  same  space®  will  be  invaluable.  It  is 
probable  that  Newton,  from  its  position,  in¬ 
dustrial  taciliticB  and  resideaitial  attractiions, 
will  eventually  develop  into  a  much  larger 
town.  All  such  development  sJiould,  I  think, 
take  place  on  the  outskirts,  not  .only  to  pre¬ 
vent  future  congestion,  'but  to  relieve  as  far 
as  possible  that  which  now  exists.  The  Coun- 
ciil  are  negotiating,  and— with  the  consent  of 
the  Local  Governinent  Board — will  purchase 


a  plot  of  29  acres,  known  as  Buckland  Brake, 
on  which  at  least  200  cottages  can  be  erected. 
Thi®  liiB  on  rising  ground  to  the 
aouth-eaet  of  the  town,  and  ie  easily 
acoeasible;  the  sub-soil  is  sand  and 
gravel,  and  it  is  open  to  the  sun 
practically  all  day.  Taking  everything  into 
considerat-'ion,  I  am  of  opinion  tliat  this  is 
the  b(«it  building  area  available;  it  is  im- 
portrfint  that  operations  sJiould  be  begun  with 
the  least  poBsible  delay.  “ 

No  housiw  were  condemned  during  the  year; 
indiead  to  <lo  so  means  that  the  tenants  would 
either  cause  overorowditng  if  acoommodated 
elsewlliere.  or  have  no  otlier  resource  than  the 
Institution. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES  have  been 
regularly  inspected  by  Mr.  Judd  and  myself; 
they  are  invariabK  clean  and  well  kept. 

SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATION  and  SANI¬ 
TATION. — No  work  of  importance  has  been 
carried  out  during  the.  year.

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  28  registered  dairies  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  this  year,  as  compared  with  29  for  1917. 

Most  of  them  were  found  clean,  and  well 
kept,  but  there  are  a  few  where  this  does  not 
always  apply,  and  consequently  such  dairies 
have  to  be  more  frequently  looked  up  than 
the  others,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  neces¬ 
sary  degree  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 

Tne  number  of  notices  issued  for  the 
cleaning  of  dairies  was  15;  also  one  for  drain¬ 
age  alterations,  all  of  which  were  duly  com¬ 
plied  with. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Public  Abattoir. — This  is  situated  in  the 
Avenue  Roiad,  and  is  used  by  five  of  our  local 
butchers.  By  arrangement  with  the  Council, 
the  Ministry  of  Food  commenced  operations 
there  ear^  in  December  last.  Animals 
slaughtered  on  the  premiBes  during  the  poet 
12  months:  Bullocks,  275;  sheep,  1,617; 
oalvre,  121;  pigs,  110;  total,  2,123. 

Private  Slaughter-Houses. — ^There  ie  only 
one  -private  slaughter-house  within  the  area 
of  our  district,  and  this  has  practically  been 
in  disuse  since  the  grading  of  animlals  has 
been  in  operation. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

During  the  past  year,  the  work  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  food  inspection  of  the  district 
has  occupied  a  good  deal  of  time,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  visits  made  to  the  slaughter-houses, 
market,  and  butchers  and  other  shops  being 
562. 

Below  is  given  a  list  of  carcases,  etc.,  con¬ 
demned  as  being  diseased,  or  otherwise  un¬ 
fit  for  human  consumption,  the  total  weight 
of  which  being  4  tons,  10  cwts.  and  12  lbs. :

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  work.shope  on  the  regiBier 
is  56,  and  these  have  been  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself. Beyond 
the  need  of  lime(Washing,  which  was  found 
ncceesary  in  seven  bakehouses,  no  infringe¬ 
ment  of  the  Factory  Act  was  met  with.  AH 
the  notices  were  duly  complied  with. 

UOMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  common  lodging  house*  in 
tlie  district  with  available  accommodation 
for  62  lodgers 

At  each  visit  made  the  premises  and  bedd¬ 
ing  were  found  clean  in  beth  casee,  and  no 
overcrowding  or  other  irregularity  was  met 
with. 

The  only  notice  which  had  to  be  served 
related  to  the  damp  condition  of  a  bedroom 
in  the  East-street  lodging  house.  This  has 
been  attended  to.
